to Representative Hall this morning. The 
Populists who have had possession of the hall 
in the afternoons adjourned yesterday unt! 

this afternoon’ and, as has been the custom 
since the beginning of the session, the Re- 
publicans expected to hold theirregular morn- 
ing session to-day, but last night the Populists 
swore in a large number of Assistant Ser- 
geants-at-Arms, who were placed on guard, 
and the doors and entrances to the hall were 
locked this morning. 

No one was admitted to the hall excepting 
Populists and members of the press. They 
were required to showa pass and run the 
gauntlet of a dozen guards. The Republicans 
were fully informed of all these preparations 
to exclude them from the hall and last 
night 100 men were sworn in as officers of the 
Republicans. At 9 o' clock the members of 


. the Republican House, with their officers, 


started from headquarters for the State- 
house. The march through the long corri- 
dors leading to Representative Hall was un- 


impeded, 
NOT AFRAID OF GUNS. 

The little column formed its way through 
the line of guards stationed at the foot.of the 
stairs in the west wing and started up the 
stairs. 

On the first landing was a crowd of Populist 
house officers under command of Adjt.-Gen. 
Artz. They were armed and the advance of 
the crowd was met with the muzzies of re- 
volvers and Winchesters. 

The Adjutant-General commanded them to 
halt. but no stop was made andthe advance 


guard pushed into the crowd of Populists. 


Three or four of them succeeded in passing 
the doorkee pers after a brief struggle and get - 
ting into the hall. but the Populists succeeded 
in closing the door and barring it. The Re- 
publicans on the outside demanded admit - 
tance, and when it was denied them Speaker 
Douglass swung a large sledge-hammer and 
degan to batter the heavy doors leading from 
tus cloak room. It took many biows to beat 
a passageway through, but the doors finally 
gave way and the Republican legislators 
purged in with a loud shout. 
“FIRST BLOOD FOR REPUBLICANS. 

The Populists promptly retreated and now 
the Republicans are in full possession of the 
hall. Rver since the opening of the session 
the Populists have had the committee rooms, 
Sergeat-at-Arms’ room and Chief Clerk’s 
room. They were all locked and guarded from 
me inside, but after the House had been 
salled to order the Republicans battered 


them, and at one time a dozen or ‘more 


| Populists and Republicans. were writhing to- 


gether. On their way up- stairs the Repub- 
licans captured a Winchester and a revolver, 
which they will preserve as trophies.

The Governor made a demand on the Sher- 
iff_toswear in deputies and assist him in 
preserving the peace, but the Sheriff de- 
clined, saying that he did not propose to be 
a judge asto which of the claimants was the 
legal House of Representatives.

REDUCTION OF ‘CANAL TOLLS. 
OTTAWA, Ontario, Feb. 15.—An extra of the 
official Gazetie issued this morning says rela- 
tive to canal tolls forthe season of naviga- 
tion of 1898: For the season of 1898 the canal 
tolls for passage of the following food 
products: Wheat, Indian.corn, peds, barley, 
rye, oats, faxseed and buckwheat for pass- 
age eastward through the Welland Canal 
will be 10 cents per ton, and for passage 
eastward through the St. Lawrence Canal 
only 10 cents per ton; the payment of said 
toll of 10 cents per ton for passage through 
the Welland Canal to entitle these products 
to free passage through the St. Lawrence 
Canal. 

This new arrangement ts apparently more 
favorable to American Canadian shippers. 
Last year all grain which was not carried 
through to Montreal had to pay 20 cents per 
ton, This discriminated against Ogdens- 
burg, N. Y., the rebate of tollson shipments 
to Montreal being 18 cents perton. In future 
American grain loaded at Ogdensburg will 
pay only 10 cents per ton. All grain going 
through to Montreal will pay the same rate. 


INCREASING ITS CAPITAL. 
MONTREAL, Feb. 15.—The Montreal Cotton 
Co. has decided to increase its capital from 
$1,000,000 to $2,000,000. The company recently 
purchased the plant of the Colored Cotton 
Co. and will control the manufacture of 
colored cotton goods in Canada.

What gave rise to the rumor that Mr. Egan 
was to be given a chance. for a longer stay. in 
Chili than Mr. Cleveland will be expected to 
allow him as Ministerafter he becomes Presi- 
dent was a cable message which Minister of 
Foreign Affairs Errazariz received yesterday 
from Washington intimating that the pres- 
ent United States Misister would be named 
as one of the arbitrators on the part of this 
country. 

Should Mr. Egan receive such an appoint- 
ment a strong protest from the Chillan Gov- 
ernment may be expected. Mr. Egan is not 
persona grata to the Chilian Government, 
and he is also known to have close relations 
with Dubois, who holds the leading claims 
agatnst Chill. Thése relations are bélieved 
to be such as to disqualify him from. acting 
as an arbitrator in the settlementof the 
claims, but the protest, if one should be 
made would be founded upon the charge that 
his attitude toward the Chillan Government 
has been offensive and insulting. 


DON’T UNDERSTAND IT. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 15.—No explana-

Liliuokolani’s envoys now speeding east- 
ward between Denver and Chicago, caused 
considerable comment to-day. Apparently 
the President reasons that the emissary of 
the dethroned monarch really represent no 
government and have fio standing from a 
diplomatic point of view. 

The ,text of the treaty is, of course, un- 
known, but the opinion’ is universal that it 
provides for the annexétion of the islands to 
the United States. 

Secretary. Foster has telegraphed to Min- 
ister Stevens, Honolulu, approval of his ac- 
tion in affirmatively responding to the 
request of the provisional - Govern- 
ment of Hawali for the estab- 
lishment of a protectorate over the 
islands pending negotiations for the annexa- 
tions of the islands to the United States.

LAKEWOOD, N. J., Feb. 15.—President-elect 
Cleveland left on the 8 o’clock train this 
morning for New York, where he will meet a 
number of prominent men with whom he has 
made appointments. 

Mr. Cleveland last night announced in per- 
son that he had received acceptances, of 
portfolios from Carlisle, Gresham, Lamont 
and Bissell, who will be Secretary of the 
Treasury, Secretary of State, Secretary of 
War and Postmaster-General respectively.

A FRAGMENT OF HISTORY. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Feb. 15.—Judge E. C.

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ASH WEDNESDAY. 


How the First Day of Lest Was Observed 
in St. Louis. 


To-day is Ash Wednesday, the first day of 
the penitential season of Lent, which will 
continue until Easter Sunday, April 2, forty 
days hence. The day derives its name from 
the ancient ceremony of blessing ashes and 


distributing it among the faithful to remind 
them in arealistic manner of their dusty 
origin and their dusty destiny. 
The ceremony was observed in due 
form in all the Roman Catholic churches. 
The dust which remained after the in- 
cineration of the blessed palm 
remaining from last year, was diessed by 
the priest. The faithful then approached 
the altar rail and the priest made the im- 
—.— of a cross on their foreheads with the 
lessed ashes, repeating at the same time 
in Latin the Scriptural admonition, ‘‘Dust 
thou art and unto dust thou shalt return. 

The Episcopalians had special services in 
many of their churches this morn- 
ing and at noon they be- 
gan a down-town Lenten midday 
service in the Merchants’ Exchange, 
in the room on Third street formerly occu- 
pied by the Commercial Bank and until yes- 
terday used by the evangelical revivalists. 
Bishop Daniel S. Tuttle officiated, assisted by 
several of the city rectors. It was the inten- 
tion to have Bishop Hare of South Dakota to 
direct the services to-day, but he was 
too ill to come to the city. The ex- 
ercises consisted of readings from 
the Episcopal Prayer Book, with 
an address by the Bishop. These services 
will be held every day during lent and at 
least at the Deginning will be directed by Dr. 
Holland of St. George’s Church. Maj. Cole, 
the evangelist who has been holding mid-day 
services at the Exchange, will continue his 
mid-day meetings at 215 North Broadway. 
There will be special services during Lent in 
the Episcopal churcheson Sunday, Wednes- 
day and Friday nights, and in some 
instances every morning at 
o’clock and eve afternoon at 4 o clock. 
To-morrow will **Ohoir Day“ 
ladies of the Episcopal churches. At St. 
Peter’s Church, Grand avenue near Olive 
street, the service willlast from 10a. m. to 
4 p. m., and will be directed by Bishop 
Tuttle, 

In the Catholic churches Lenten services 
will be held on Sunday, Wednesday and Fri- 
day nights, besides every morning. 

The following are the regulations to be 
observed by order of the Holy See by Cath- 
olics during the Lenten season: 

All the week days of Lent, from Ash 
Wednesday to Easter Sunday, are fast days 
of precept on one meal, with the allowance 
of a moderate collation lu the evening. 

The church excuses from the obligation of 
fasting (but not of abstinence from flesh 
meat, exceptin special cases of sickness) 
the infirm, those who are attaining their 

rowth, those whose duties are of an ex- 
Eaustine or laborious character, women in 
pregnancy or nursing infants and those who 
are enfeebled by old age. 

The following dispensations are granted for 
this diocese by authority of the Holy See: 

1. The use of flesh meat, as also of eggs 
and white meats, is permitted at every meal 
on the Sundays of Lent and at the principal 
meal on Monday, Tuesday, ie 3a and 
Saturday, with the exception of Ember 
Saturday and Holy Saturday. 

2. The use of white meats is alowed every 
day in Lent at the evening collation and also 
at the principal meal on the days on which 
the use of fiesh meat is forbidden.

NO GROUND FOR REFUSAL 


The Senate Underground Wire Commit- 
tee, or at least that part of it which is not 
under the thumb of corporation influence, 
ought to have a clear view of the necessity 
of burying the wires in this city and the 
necessity of legislation to accomplish that 
end. 

Despite the frantic endeavors of the 
agents of the wire companies in and 
out of the Legislature to bolster their 
case by distortion and false repre- 
sentation it has utterly collapsed. 
The admission has been forced from them 
that the wires should go underground and 
it has been plainly shown that the only 
ground of objection to legislative action is 
a desire of the corporations to have their 
own way and secure monopoly privileges 
in defiance of popular will and interest. 

On the other hand to the conclusion of 
mind and senses that the city should be 
rid of overhead wires is added testimony 
from the most authoritative sources that 
they are a menace to life and property and 
that the city cannot be relieved of them 
except through State legislation. Coun- 
ciiman Horton frankly told the committee 
that the city is at the mercy of the wire 
companies in the matter, and his opinion 
is supported by the best legal authority. 

The plea of the companies that they are 
anxious to get permission from the city to 
build conduits and that the city should 
deal with the matter has been shown to be 
a mere pretense to afford delay and oppor- 
tunity to gain advantage. 

In the light of this committee investiga- 
tion itis impossible to understand upon 
what ground the Legislature can refuse to 
meet the demand of the people of St.

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A NOBLE APPEAL. 


Mr. Gladstone has put forward a strong 
home rule measure and made a magnificent 
speech in its behalf, but the noblest thing 
he has done for the cause of humanity and 
the finest passage in his speech was his 
final appeal, when in a burst of exalted 
oratory he exclaimed: 

To these nations, viewing themas I do, 

with their vast opportunities, under a living 
union for power and happiness—to these na- 
tionsIsay: ‘‘Let me entreat you—if it were 
my last breath I would entreat you-—let the 
dead bury their dead and cast behind you 
former recollections of bygone evils; cherish, 
love and sustain one another through all the 
vicissitudes of human affairs intimes that 
are to come. 
This is the conclusion of a great mind 
garnered from years of active labor and pro- 
found thought in politics and the affairs of 
nations. It is the highest philosophy of 
human government to which the Grand 
Old Man ag a pharos of progress would 
guide the path of men out of the storm and 
gloom of selfish strife, bitterness and suf- 
fering into the safe haven of peace and 
good will. 

The nobility of the appeal by which Mr. 
Gladstone placed his cause upon high 
ground consists in the fact that it expresses 
the doctrine that nations are bound by the 
same considerations of morality and chari- 
ty that govern individuals. It recog- 
nises that the law of love is the 
law of nations. It embodies a su- 
perb protest against the brutal 
fallacy that nations must be soulless and 
heartless in the promotion of their selfish 
interests and the working out of their 
destinies, which has caused the history of 
the world to be written in blood and tears. 
It recognizes the essential unity of the 
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and there are few. who have not so believed 


—will be puzzled atthe letter unearthed 
by the New York Times, dated Dec. 16, 
1880, in which this passage occurs: 

Let me hear from you immediately upon 
seeing —— what I may expect, for the ques- 
tion about the Monroe doctrineis getting 
more exciting.

Jzerrenson Crrr, Mo., Feb. 16.— Senator 
Stone of St. Louis to-day introduced a bill to 
establish sanitary districts in the outlying 
portions of St. Louis City and the section of 
the county bordering on the city line. The ob- 
ject of thebill is tohave thecity and county 
co-operate in the matter of work and ex- 
penseto drain the River Des Peres district 
and the territory in the vicinity of Forest 
Park. 

The corrupt practices bill introduced 
by Senator Cochran was reported 
without recommendation by the 
Committee on Privileges and 
Elections. Senator Sebree’s bill authorizing 
recorders to issue marriage licenses to 
minors under certain conditions, was passed 
and sent to the House for the first reading. 

HOUSE. 

In the House the Committee on Elections 
reported against the joint and concurrent 
resolution to so amend the constitution as to 
permit women to vote at municipal and 
school elections. Representative Tatum of 
St. Louis favored the resolution and pre- 
sented a minority report, which was laid on 
the table. The resolution went with it. 

An attempt was made to have theBenDeer- 
ing high license bill taken off|the calendar as 
the special order for to-morrow, but it failed. 
The bill comes up to-morrow, and a lively 
debate is expected. 

The State University appropriation bill was 
handedin by Hawkins of Dunklin County. 
It asks $250,000 for new buildings to replace 
those destroyed by fire. 

THE UNDERGROUND WIRE BILL. 

To-night the Senate Committee on Cities, 
Towns and Villages will take up the Stone 
underground wire bill and hear 
the arguments of all the in- 
terested parties. The special committee 
sent to St. Louis to investigate the subject 
has returned and will make a report to-mor- 
row. When asked what he had learned in 
the investigation, Chairman Yeater said: 
The people down there, aside from the wire 
companies, are all agreed that the conductors 
should go below the surface.’’ 


MISSOURI HISTORY IN DEMAND, 

Some interest is being manifested in an 
amendment tothe school book law. It has 
developed that this law excludes the history 
of Missouri from the public schools. It is 
completely barred out, and is the only 
course Of study that is blackballed. The law 
gave the School k Commission power to 
adopt a series of textbooks on‘ ‘spelling, read - 
ing,chart, grammar, arithmetic, geography, 
civil government, istory, physiology and 
penmanship,’’ and another section says that 
no text-book on the aforesaid subjects ex- 
cept those contracted for by the commission 
sball be used or taught in any public school 
within this State, outside of St. Louis and 
Kansas ae The commission adopted 
**Barnes’ rief History of the United 
States, which has less than two pages de- 
voted to Missouri affairs. Ihe adoption of a 
text-book on history, and that one being 
devoted entirely to national matters, the 
history of Missouri is entirely cut out. But 
Lat in, geometry, astronomy and books on 
any other subjects than those mentioned in 
the law, are not excluded from use. The at- 
tention of the Legislature has been called to 
this unnatural exclusion, and Senator Ly- 
man has introduced a bill construing the 
word ‘‘history’’ to mean both general and 
State history. If it becomes a law in this 
shape it gives every school board power to 
use some history of Missouriifit chooses to 
doso, His billalsoempowers the commis- 
sion toadopt some book on State history. 
This last provision, it is argued, would put 
State and national history on the same bas is 
exactly. It is now thought that this reason- 
able rectification in the present law will be 
made. Thirteen States now have their own 
history as a part of their public school course, 
among them Texas, Arkansas, Tennessee 
and New York.

The House Committee on Labor last night 
made a favorable report on the bill declaring 
Labor Day““ a legal holiday. Labor Day 
within the meaning of the statute means the 
first Monday in September.

Of the preliminary work done in New York 
last week by the National League Committee 
on Rules the Sun says: John T. Brush and 
C. H. Byrne of the Playing Rules Committee 
ot the National League are holding daily ses - 
sions at the Hoffman House. They are en- 


gaged in the preparation of their report, 
which 18 to be submitted to the spring meet- 
ing of the Le at the Fifth Avenue Hotel 
on March 7. eretofore it has been the cus- 
tom of the Rules Committee to delaya con- 
ferencé till the League meeting and then rush 
through an ill-considered report. Mr. Brush 
said the committee had decided to give tothe 
important question the fullest consideration 
and closest scrutiny. The rules would be 
gone over Very carefully with a view to sim- 
piification, and suggested changes will re. 
ceive theiéarnest attention of the members of 
the committoe. 

The most important „ to come 
before the committee will be the suggestion 
to enlarge the diamond by makinw the dis- 
tance between bases ninety-three feet instead 
of ninety fest, as at present, and placing the 
pitcher in the center of the diamond. 
Whether the committee will adopt the pro- 
posal in its entirety is open to question, but 
that the pitcher will be moved back a number 
of feet can de accepted aß a certainty. Nu- 
merous other matters of interest, including 
the aa out of conflicting rules 
and rendering obscure passages clear, will be 
attended to. 

The adoption of any changes advocated 
by the committee will naturally depend on 
the decision of thedeague itself, and the 
meeting Of that body when it considers the 
committee’s report promises to be exceed.
